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Study Shows Many Asians Lett Out Of Aimnesty Program 


LOS ANGELES - The number of Asian 
Pacifics who applied for amnesty Under the 
ImmigrationReform andControlActof 1986 
Was “distressinglylow,”according toastudy 
by the Asian Pacific American Legal Center 
of Southern California.

Thestudyis fundedby thePrimericaFoun- 
dation of New York and is the result of a 
Surveyof direct service providers throughout 
the Western Region who are providing legal 
assistance to _ significant numbers of Asian 
Pacifics. The center Surveyed 20 direct Serv- 
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earlytotellhow theruling will affectcontrac- 
tors. The written decision came with a lot of

Chinese for Affirmative Acuon is writ- 
ing to urge your office to conduct athor- 
ough investigation of possible ant-Asian 
sentiments and related circumstances 
which led to the tragic murder and injury 
of 3$ Cleveland Elementary School stu- 
dents in Stockton on January 17, 1989. 

...Allofthe murdered students and an 
overwhelming majority of those injured 
were SoutheastAsians. Accordingtopub- 
lished news Teports, Mr. Stevs 3loan, 3 
former cO-wWworker of Patrick Purdy [the 
identified killerl, described the murderer 
as an individual“seething”inside with 
frustrationoverhis belief that Vietnamese 
workers were gettingjobsthatbelongedto 
Americans. Further, when questoned by 
the press,anon-Asian ClevelandElemen- 
tary School student who witnessed the 
Shooting stated that he thought the mtr- 
dererwasaimingspecifically atSoutheast 
Asian Students. 

In light of these Observations, Chinese 
for Affirmative Action is dismayed that 
the Stockton Police Department has 


redressing“identified discrimination，either 
by the Government or by private parties， 

“Under Richmond"s scheme, a Successful 
black, Hispanic orOriental [sic]entrepreneur 
fromanywhereinthecountryenjoysan abso- 
lute preference Over other citizens based 
Solely on their race,”O"Connor Stated. “We 
think it obvious that such a program is not 
narrowly tailored to remedy the effects of 
prior discrimination.… 

In dissent, Justice Thurgood Marshall said 
that“In my View, nothing in the Constitution 
can be construed to prevent Richmond, Va.， 
from allocating 3a portion of its contracting 
dollars forbusinesses Owned or controlled by 
members of minority groups . . . today S 
decision marks a deliberate and giant Step 
backward in this Court' s affirmative action 
jurisprudence. 

“...this Courtsignals that itregards racial 
discrimination as largely a phenomenon of 
the past, and that govermmentbodies needno 
longer preoccupy themselves with rectifying 
racial injustice. TI however, do nof believe 
thismation is anywhere close to eradicating 
racial discrimination Or its vestiges.… 

The court ruling could affect Similar mi- 
norityhiringprogramsin 36statesandalmost 
200 local governments. 

San Francisco's 1984 ordinance has 3l- 
readybeen challenged in COUrt Portions of it 
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moved soO hastily to close the case without 
probing further possible anti-Asian senti- 
ments Which led to this brutal murder of 
Southeast Asian children. 

Stockton police officials have described 
Purdy as an individual who had low self- 
esteem，a_ fascination with guns and Past 
brushes with the law. These officials have 


concluded that Purdy “had a hate for every- 
body ...notanyparticularirace，Chinese for 
Affirmative Action is Surprised at this hasty 
conclusion by the Stockton Police Depart- 
ment. Based on thepolice' sbriefdescription 
of Purdy, it seems to us that the combination 
oflow self-esteem and fascination with guns 
might have created the all-too-familiar cir- 
cumstance for Purdy to scapegoat Southeast 
Asian refugees. 

Past reports, including the one issued by 
yoU Commission on Racial，Ethnic，Reli- 
gious and Minority violence, have cited the 
failure of some public officials to overlook 
the racial animosity aspects of different 
crimes.。 In order to understand fully the 
implications and manifestations of racial 
violence and hatred, Chinese for Affirmative 


were declared invalid in 1987 by the United 
States Courtof Appeals forthe Ninth Circuit. 
An appeal for a rehearing has been pending 
foralmost two years nOW. 

Deputy City Attorney Mara Rosales-Cor- 
dova said the Richmond decision “will obvi- 
ously have an impact”on San Francisco'S 
appeal. Because the majority Opinion is SO 
long and complicated，the city attomey'S 
officeis still reviewing the decision.Rosales- 
Cordova Said city attorneys will meet Thurs- 
dayto goovertheruling.The group will then 
Present its findings and recommendations to 
City Attormney Louise Renne for further ac- 
tion. 

As the San Francisco ordinance Dow 
stands, every city department is required to 
set aside 10 percent of its purchasing dollars 
forminority-0ownedbusinesses,and2percent 
for women-Oowned businesses. It also_ gives 
those _ companies 3 39 percent Preference in 
contractbidding, and sets long-term goals of 
30 percent of the city”s contracting business 
forminority-owned firms and 10 percent for 
Women-owned firms. 

Asimilar California law, which sets goals 
for hirng women and minority contractors 
WwWent into effect in January and was also 
challenged in court. But the Suit brought by 
the same statewide contractors group which 
filed the suit against San Francisco, was dis-

”procedures. The 25-year-old non-profit Chi- 
”nese-American Planning Council (CPC) has 


found itself in the midst of a dispute that 
threatens to undercut two upcoming China- 


town fundraisers in February. 


Chinese immigrant Workers who were 
enrolled in CPC's Intercity Remodeling and 


_Apartment Repair program were abrupty 


terminated on Dec. 31, 1988，They claim 


they were fired in Tetaliation for asking CPC 


for improved working conditions，medical 


and other benefits and actual job training. 


TIheCPCclaims they have graduated all of 


the “trainees.” 
The dispute began just months after the 


CEPC set up the remodeling and repair pro- 


L gram in September 1986, which was funded 
.by the Department of Housing Preservation

imnmigrants to repair and renovate buildings 


owned by the city of New York.

NEWYORK -Twoformertop officials of 
the defunct Golden Pacific Bank were con- 
Victed January 18 of federal conspiracy and 
fraud charges for the secret diversion of $15 
million in depositors money. 

Due to be sentenced March 17 are former 
Chairman Kuang Hsung Joseph Chuang and 
Teresa Shieh, the bank's former vice presi- 
dent. According to Assistant US Attorney 
Aaron Marcu, the two could be sentenced to 
up to 100 years each on all the charges. 

Chuang, 47, of staten Island, and Shieh， 
36, of Queens, NY, said they will appeal, 
Both madetheirbail 一 Chuangat$2 million 
and Shieh at $500,000， 

Federal official say that the fraudled to the 
1985 collapse of Golden Pacific, one of the 
largest banks in Manhattan s Chinatown. 


There were about 21,000 depositors and 160

hidden from federal regulators. 

The FDIC at first refused to pay back 
depositors for their losses, so the depositors 
took their case to court. The depositors won 
and the FDIC paid back all the money lostb 
with interest

community andto givethem information on 
how to best work with Asian Pacifics in the 
future.

Reporters on the dailies often haveto slave 
years On the obituary OF TewrIite beats to 
mount up the pecking order to do “Big sto- 
Ties.”Reporters on Imminority papers are often 
Shoved precipitously into covering major 
stories. Itbscomes Sink or swim time.Some- 
times we Sink, butit is a glorious drowning.

LOS ANGELES - French Hospital is for 
sale. The French Hospital, often thought of 
as the CNinese hospital, located in the heart 
of LA Chinatown, is in financial trouble. 

The problem is that most of the Chinese 
patients donothave private insurance and 3S 
a result, the hospital is losing $75S,000 to 
$100,000 a month in uncompensated debts. 
Moreover the hospital is providing an addi- 
tional $100,000 in uncompensated services 
as required by Hill-Burton act because of 
federal funds recelived twenty years 3a8g0. 
Ninety percent of the patients are on Medi- 
careorMedi-Caland are65 percentChinese， 
20 percent Hispanic, 10 percentblack,and5 
percent others.
